and 
shouted their protests to the pro­ 
posed change in the zoning code. 
Most of the people were from 
the Dogwood Hollow and June- 
wood sections of Levittown, and 
Edgely. 
For 45 minutes they exhorted 
the commissioners to turn down 
the proposal, which was put forth 
by Commissioner Fred K. Hibbs.

Rogers and Harold Lcf- 
eourt. Rogers had rebuked the 
residents for shouting while he 
was speaking on the proposal.

to pass the slow-moving od truck. 
When she passed the truck, po­ 
lice said, two automobiles were 
parked behind the bus waiting for 
the bus to discharge passengers 
according to state law, 
The boy, Robert A. Williams, 
stepped in front of the bus and ac­ 
cording to police was struck by 
the Penndel woman's car and hur­ 
led 25 feet into Hie air.
